B heving ihat the stated sessions of the general 
assembly, nre usually sufficient for the ordinary pur- 
poses of legislation: I shallat this time, preseut for 
your consideration but few subjects other than thuse 
upon which jt is thought indispensable for yoy to 
act.

My opinions with regard toit have not changed 
since I was placed in the situation I now occupy; I 
take the liberty of refering you-to my former mes- 
sages, particularly that of 1823, for a view of what 
has occurred, and still occurs to me as the best plan 
ofamendment; a plan which | ssens the number of 
courts for the trial of jury causes, thereby saving a 
sufficient sum to secure to us, for decision of causes 
in the Jastrescrt, an honest, intelligent, prudent 
‘ana Vigorous supreme court: Inthe hands of this tri- 
bunalare our property, character and lives. No 
exertion can be too great to place it upon the best 
possible footing. That the progress of society, the 
increase of population, wealth and litigation, would 
make changes in the arrangements of ou ycourts pos 
liti cand necessary, was reasonably to be expected, 

In making alterations, hewevyer, we should never 
loose sight of the wise checks upon the legislative 
department, found in our constitution 3 Checks not 
intended for the individual benefit of judges, vut des 
signed, by protecting incumbents during good beha- 
vour, to render them independent, while they act 
correctly, and thus to secure the tights and liberties. 
of the citizens, Those best arquainted with the. 
dockets ofour supreme court of errors and appeals, 
represent them as becoming more, instead of less 
crowded, a number of the causes-o2 one of them.

The banks by a 
simniteancous act, commenced the payment of specie 
fbr their notes on the Ist day of September last, 
and Tam highly gratified in being able taassure you, 
that little orno inconvenience has resulted from the 
moacure. A much less amount of Gold & Silver has 
scen called for than had been anticipated by the 
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directors, and buta small part of that which has been 
paid has left the state, ‘The restoration ef a sound 
currency is a measure which should receive the un» 
qualified approbatiun and support of every citizen, 
who feels interested in the future happiness and pros- 
perity of Tennessee. It.sustains our credit abroad, 
gives permanent and settled value to property, and 
causes every dollarin the country to circulate "see 
fully and freely, thereby preventing much real de- 
miuution in the circulating medium. It ts urged by 
some that the time selected fer the resumption -f 
specie payments, ‘was unpropetious, that on conses 
quence of the high prices tiat were obtained for 
cotton and tobacco, in the spring and summer of 
1825, pecuneary engagements were then made, 
which cannot now be strictly complied with, owing 
in some degree to the low prices of the produce of 
the country, this reasoning would be entitled to cons 
sideration if the period could be pointed to, with any 
degree of certainty, when the communits by a prus 
dent management ofits monied affairs might be un- 
embarrassed, and better ared to meet ‘he emerat 
gency than at present. ft may not be miss to notice 
an opinion entertained by some, that the bang of the 
state of Tennessee, ought not to have commenced 
the payment of specie, without the sanction and 
direction of the genera} assembly. This opinion 
cannot aS, I conceive, be supported hy any good or 
even plausalle reason; The usefulness of a bauk de- 
perds on the credit it sustains, and if this institution 
had not begun to pay specie, when the other. banks 
did, its paper would now be at a great discount, con- 
fidence in its solvency eomplet: ly distroyed, and 
when itshould eemmence the payment of its nates 
by order cf the legislature, every dollar that could, 
would he immediately presented, which would so 
cramp ils future opperations, that it would be of 
little or no value to the country.

cerns of our citizens generally are, all things con- 
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cidered, ina disirable situation. Jtis trae that the 
eultivator efthe soll cannot get high prices for the 
principle articles ef exportation, yet it is equally

Tt seems to be universally admitted, by all those 
who have bestowed much attention on the subject, 
ibat the penitentiary system, with the improvements 
which have been recently made, is better calculated 
to arrest the progress of crime and reform the guilty, 
than any penal code that has been heretofore devis- 
od. Experience has proved, that the prisoners must 
be elasseds that no communication must be permit- 
ted between the old and hardened villain and the 
young and pliant offender; that the confinement of 
each individual in a separate cell at night, prevents 
the opportunity of farming dangerous combinatians, 
and leads is reflections on the improprieties of an ill- 
spent life, which, in numerous instances, has proda- 
ced reformation of the most siucere and permanent 
character. 

In compliance with a resolution of your laaf sess 
sion, a commissioner was appointed to aid the engin- 
eersof the United States, in making a survey through 
this state of a route for the great national road, 
contemplated to be established from the city of 
Washington to New Orleans. Asi was wholly des- 
titnte of information as to the extent of the examin» 
ation which the engineers were directed to make 
within the limits of Tennessee, if seemed to be pro- 
per to faruish our commissioner with instractians, 
pointing out the routes to the survey of which he was 
directed to call theirattention. Io the execution of 
the duties assigned f» him, he was unable to procure 
but an extremely Limited examination, the enginecis 
not feeling themselves authorized to depart frem the 
orders under which they acted. The instructions 
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which were given to the commissioner, together with: 
his report, are herewih laid before you. 

In cbedience to an act passed at the last session, 
two commissioners were appointed on the part of , 
Tennessee, to confer with those of the state of Alaba- 
ma, on the practicability of removing the obstruc- 
tions occasioned by the Muscle Sf ~a]s in the Tennes- 
see river, by improving its bed, or by a canal on the 
north side of the river. The commissioners from 
2 the states met early in September &examined-the 
Shoals with the greatest care, and it is gratifying to 
be ab e to assure you, that they consider it entirely 
practicable to remove all obs'ructions to navigation 
tor keel and small steam boats, at a much less expense 
than has been heretofore thought necessary. In the 
course of a few days, the report of our commission 
ers will be laid before you, accompanied with come 
remarks on the propriety and plan of appropriating 
funds jointly with Alabama. ‘To accomplish an ob- 
ject so peculiarly important to the commercial inte- 
rest of a considerable portion of the two states, the 
propriety of makirg compensation for the services of 
those gentlemen, as well as the commissioner who at- 
tended the engineers in the examination of a route 
for the national road, will doubtless receive your fa- 
yorable attention, 

Since the adjournment of the last session, the fol-

cial circuit ; Hugh W. Dunlap, Esqr. solicitor gen»

The deficiency is accounied for by the fact, that 
at the§time the act was passed it was known here 
that the final issuance of warrants by North Caroli- 
na, amounted to about 18,000 acres, it was thought 
possible that the whole or a greater part of them 
might have beeu issued to the university. 

lt apyeass, however, from the abstract which I 
have since received, that the whole of them were js- 
sued to the individuals themselves who performed 
the military service, or to their heirs, aud several of 
the warrants have been sent to me, froma belief thai 
J was authorized to pass upon them. 

There are very few or none of the university war. 
rants now unsatisfied: and those belonging to indivi. 
duals for military services. do not amount to more 
thirteen or fourteen thousand acres.

Ithas andergone many changes and altera- 
tions since if was first buill. as it now stands it cast 
about forty thousand dollars. It contains sevewly 
nelis, constructed for two persons toladge in. The 
expense of clothing criminals is about twelve dollars 
peranuum each, and diet eight cenis a day cack 
‘They are empleyed in shoe making, blacksmithing, 
waggon making. manufacturing woolen goods chair 
mahing and stone cutting. In e nacquence af the 
demand for the articles in Kentucky, the manufac. 
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turing of wool is found to be the most profitable 
employment. Panishments are inflicted by causing 
the delinquishments fe pemeve the filth from the 
yard, aud to perform other mortifying ani mesial 
oflicess stripes aic rarely inflicted, our guards are 
emplaycd, an assistant keeper and clerks.

STATE OF VIRGINIA. 

In this state the Penitentiary has been in operation 
for twenty six years; and cost the state one hundreé 
and thirty-six. thousand dollars. The front wall is 
twe hundred and six feet, witha building three stos 
ries high, fifty six feet long by twenty six feet wide— 
a wing at each end running off at right angles ninety 
four feet; at the termination of the wings con/men~ 
ees a semicircular building connecting thems and 
forming a half oval figure. The outer, walls are 
from five to two and,a half feet thick and are of 
brick, Ft containg one hundied and forty-eight cells, 
including thirty-one for close solilary confinement 
` under sentence of the court, two Jarge rooms for the 

females, twelve dungeons to punish offences against 
the police, and twenty rooins ‘or different purposes. 
One hundred and ferty four cells constructed each 
for one prisoner. The criminals are clothed from

STATE OF NEW-JERSEY. 

In 1797, the penitentiary of this state was esta- 
plished, and in Sepiember 1798, the first prisoner 
was received, since which time there has Been cons 
fined one thousand and seventy one criminals.— 
There are now seventy conviciss four of whom are 
confined for second offences ahd two for a third.— 

The penitentiary consists of a house fifty feet in 
front, cellar, kitchen, bakery, dining hall, an office, , 
gommittee room, a large hall, two rooms for the keep- 
gr, 2 hall and four rooms above for the same use— 
two wings projecting north and south from this bwild- 
ing, three stories high, containing twelve cells to pus 
nish the refractory and disobedient. Another house 
at the south wing, forty by fifty feet, four stories 
high, containing forty cells, six by eight feet, adapt-- 
ed for one person, and are occupied by those who 
are sentenced to solitary imprisonment, ‘The outer 
walls are eighteen feet high, fourteen of which are 
stone, and four at the top of bricks—three feet 
thick at the basé and two af'the top—the wholeins 
closing two acres of ground. ‘The first cost, iy 
thousand dollars, but considerable sums have since 
been appropriated, which have greatly augmented 
the charge. The criminals are employed in shoema- 
king, weaving, sawing marble, and pounding plaa.ter 
of paris, ‘The costs of convictions and transporting 
criminals are chargeable on the instituticn, so that 
in that way it isa heavy charge upon the state. It 
is believed, however that it would meet all expens- 
esif a profitable business could be followed where 
the raw material would cost bat tittle, the labor con- 
siderable and the market for the article when made 
on the spot. It is thought to be the most humane 
manner of punishing crimes, and the best calculated 
to referm the culprit.

‘The original cast of ihe let and 
buildings was 88417 dollars. Subsequent auditions 
and improvements have increased the cost to 115,000

In so estensivo a commingling of crimes of every 
grade, immoral associations must necessarily take 
place, and the gombiuation in spite of every antidote 
must tend rather io foster thas ta extinguish the pro- 
peisity to crim». .

mind, that the state is now subject to a charge o 
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from ten to fifteen thousand dollars annually for the 
confinement of criminals after conviction—a charge 
which would cease if we had a penitentiary.
